An ex ch ange of notes between 
Eden and Jan Masary k, foreign 
minister in th e Ex iled Czech oslo­ 
v ak gov ernment, formally defin­ 
ing Britain’s stand w a s issu ed 
simu ltaneou sly as a wh ite p ap er. 
“As Germany h as deliberately 
destroy ed arrangements concern­

B A C K Y A R D S A B O T E U R S 
The enorm ous im portance of fire w aste in w ar­ 
tim e can be v ery sim ply illustrated. It is a serious 
loss when, in action, the enem y destroys a few 
U nited N ations’ tank s, planes and ships. The loss 
is infinitely 
g rea ter, infinitely 
m ore beneficial 
to the enemy, if fire block s production in the 
plants which m ak e those tank s, planes and ships. 
This is a w a r of m achines, a w ar of unprecedented 
production. The home front, w ith its producing 
factories, is the hea rt of the w ar efioit. 
Most of us hav e considered the grim possi­ 
bility of sabotage directed against w a r industries. 
T hat is a definite and ev er-present danger, as the 
recent capture of a num ber of enem y acents by 
the FB I dram atically prov ed. C om bating sabotage 
is an activ ity which m ust be carried on by our 
law -enforcem ent bodies, w ith the full cooperation j 
of industrial m anagem ent and w ork ers. But, w hile 
J 
we think of sabotage, we m ust not lose sight of j 
the ordinary- “norm al” fires which can be equally 
j 
dangerous. 
It doesn't m ak e much difference w hether a 
fire is started by a Nazi saboteur or by a c are­ 
less, loyal A m erican. E ither one can be equally 
destructiv e. If fire really is to be controlled, and 
the gigantic w aste reduced, all of us m ust act— 
m ust learn the lessons and tak e the sim ple pre­ 
cautions tha t will elim inate m ost fire hazards. 
Y our home isn’t a w ar industry. B ut if tha t 
home is destroyed or dam aged by fire it w ill be 
necessary- to rebuild it w ith m aterials and labor 
which should be dev oted to the w ar effort. T hat 
is true of ev ery- k ind of property, w hether or not 
it has any direct connection w ith w ar produc­ 
tion. W e m ust protect all property—from a shack 
to a gigantic factory. The cum ulativ e total of 
m any sm all fires is as bad as the loss caused by 
a few big fires. 
Fighting fire is part of fighting the Axis—and 
lick ing fire is pa rt of lick ing the Axis. 


M A K E IT A M O T T O 
Because the security of this nation probably 
depends on a ir suprem acy now m ore than on any 
other single agency, the gov ernm ent is utilizing 
ev ery suitable airplane. 
As a result, it has tak en m any of the com ­ 
m ercial air-line planes. C ontrary to an erroneous 
report, how ev er, it did not tak e ov er the a ir lines. 
They still operate w ith reduced equipm ent as 
priv ate enterprises for public serv ice. 
Of necessity they m ust giv e preference to es­ 
sential w ar trav elers and cargoes, but priv ate 
citizens are still accom m odated subject to some 
inev itable priorities in em ergencies. 
As one a ir line aptly puts it in an adv ertise­ 
m ent, it seek s to m aintain one fundam ental of 
operation at all tim es—polite and efficient serv ice 
to all—m ilitary and civ ilians alik e. 
T hat would be a good m otto for all industries 
and all gov ernm ent departm ents to m ak e a first 
rule of operation, for either is sunk w ithout the 
other and both depend absolutely on civ ilian ac­ 
tiv ity for existence.

N AZI PRISONERS TOO ARROGANT 
Repo rts Fro m Priso n Camps Suggest Need 
o f Sterner Treatment 
(Fro m the New Republic) 
M elbourne, A ustralia—The discov ery of a tu n­ 
nel 240 feet long, well tim bered and electrically 
lighted, a t a w ar prisoners’ cam p in the sta te 
of V ictoria, from which sev eral G erm ans and an 
Italian had prev iously escaped, w as 
r e v 
e a l e d 
by officials recently. . . . 
The 
military- 
au thorities discov ered 
o t he r 
sm aller tunnels at the cam p last w eek end and 
called in police detectiv es. . . . The Axis prisoners 
iined up and sang ¿he “H orst W essel Song.” One 
N azi officer objected under the term s of the Genev a 
conv ention on w ar prisoners to the search by- 
civ ilian police. W hen the police left, the camp, the 
prisoners jeered. 
This w ireless dispatch to the New York Tim es 
is exactly in k eeping w ith the tone of dispatches 
concerning other prison cam ps for G erm ans in 
E ngland, C anada and Egypt. It is in k eeping w ith 
the rem ark s of v arious Nazi saboteurs captured 
by the FB I. It suggests tha t som ething is w rong 
w ith the w ay in which the United N ations are 
treating Nazi prisoners. 
We don’t w ant to com pete w ith the G erm ans 
in sav agery; but our own self-respect requires 
tha t these prisoners should be taught to respect us. 


W H A T S HOULD BE C IT IZ E N S H IP 


R E Q U IR E M E N T S ? 


The problem of requirem ents 
as to who sho uld 
v ote is an old one. W hat should be the require­ 
m ents tha t would perm it a 
citizen to hav e the 
right of franchise? Should it 
be race, age, religio n, 
educational test, honesty test, 
o r property 
test? 
In the past, w e hav e used sev eral o f these co m­ 
binations as a test of the right 
o f franchise. Our 
founding fathers elim inated 
races and required 
in m ost cases tha t the v oter hav e pro perty . 
B ut certainly race or property 
rights are no t 
a tru e test of a m an’s right to participate 
in go v ­ 
ernm ent. To m ak e the race or co lo r test is to 
m ak e classes. To require a v oter to o wn pro perty 
is to m ak e property the standard 
o f v o ting and 
the indiv idual the agent of property. 
So pro perty 
and color or race, or religion, 
sho uld no t be the 
te s t’of a m an’s right to v ote. 
In m ost of the states of our founding 
fathers, 
those people who w ere indigents 
and were no t 
able to support them selv es did not hav e the right 
of franchise. They believ ed tha t 
the man who 
is not able to carry his own w eight econom ically 
is not entitled to try to use his v oting po wer to 
exploit his fellow m an. 
S h o u ld Believe in a Un iversa l Ru le 
Ev ery- m an who 
v otes should hav e certain 
qualifications. He should be intelligent. 
H e sho uld 
hav e courage. He should believ e in and be de­ 
v oted to im personal, univ ersal, ete rna l rules o f 
conduct. A m an who does not believ e in any 
eternal, univ ersal rule of conduct, o f co urse, can­ 
not believ e in dem ocracy—in a go v ernm ent o f 
eternal law s. He believ es in a go v ernm ent sub­ 
ject to the change of the 
w ill o f man, rather than 
im m utable laws. 
So I believ e the real test o f w hether o r no t 
a m an should hav e the right o f franchise, is 
w hether o r not he w ill sw ear to and liv e up to 
an eternal, univ ersal rule that all men are equally 
free to pursue happiness 
o n the sam e terms. 
I believ e if he attem pts to pass any law s that 
m ak e classes o r show fav o ritism , he sho uld be 
disfranchised fo r a perio d o f y ears. 
I am also w ondering w hether the secret ballo t 
tha t perm its m en w ithout 
co urage to v o te, men 
who do not hav e the courage o f their co nv ictio ns, 
should hav e the right 
to a secret ballo t. W e es­ 
tablished a secret ballot in 1888. We made mo re 
progress before 1888, in 
freeing the spirit o f man 
and hav ing m ore nearly unifo rm rules, than we 
hav e since tha t time. 
To perm it people 
to v o te, who w ill v o te fo r 
the ir own personal inte re st 
o r their gro up rather 
than for a gov ernm ent of rules and principles, 
is to pu t class against class, group against 
gro up, 
w here the m ost ignorant and selfish person 
has 
as m uch to say as the m an w ith the m ost intelli­ 
gence and the noblest character. 
It w ould be a t least interesting to try- a gov ­ 
ernm ent w here only those people had the right of 
franchise who believ ed in a gov ernm ent tha t 
would operate on the basis of a univ ersal, im ­ 
personal rule, w here all people w-ere equal before 
the law, as they are before God.

AFTER THE WAR 
(Chicago Tribune) 
The week ly London S ta tist has giv en ov er the 
leading article in a num ber of issues in the past 
three m onths to a consideration of w hat B ritain 
will be lik e a fte r the w ar. The m agazine had been 
prom pted to consider the subject because sev eral 
leading figures in the church and in gov ernm ent 
had described the fu tu re as the golden age for 
the common man. N ev er again, they hav e said, 
will people be obliged to liv e in poor houses or 
to suffer from hunger or from cold. No m ore 
fluctuations in trade. No m ore unem ploym ent. 
W hen it comes to wishing, the S ta tist w anted 
to be rank ed w ith the most generous. “E v ery­ 
body who is not a pathological case w-ould lik e to 
see a B ritain in which there would be no stress 
and anxiety, in which ev ery m arried couple would 
be healthily and happily housed, in which ev ery 
child would be properly nu rtu red and tended and 
brought up, in which all had adequate leisure to 
dev elop their personalities and fulfill their deep­ 
est desires, in which holidays would be plentiful 
and free, in which the best brains of the nation 
would be pooled for the betterm ent of the race.” 
In short, no dream er can outw ish the S tatist. In 
addition to the other things it “desires to see the 
w orld united in brotherly lov e, and organized in 
such a w ay that all sordid, m aterial m otiv es dis­ 
appear from the actuation of m ank ind.” 
"B ut,” 
the S ta tist continues, 
“unfortunately 
betw een the generous dream and the business of 
bringing it to reality lies a wide gulf of pra c ti­ 
cability.” 
T he ed itor of the S tatist expects desperately 
hard tim es in the postw ar period. He says, “W hen 
the war is o v er, w hen B ritain can no longer count 
o n free gifts fro m C anada running into hundreds 
o f millio ns o f dollars, and free supplies from the 
United States, the people of these islands will 
hav e to liv e as they hav e alw ays hitherto liv ed, 
by trade. They must produce and sell goods in 
the markets o f the w orld, which m ay not ev en 
be o pen markets, To do this they m ust offer 
go o ds and serv ices that are co m petitiv e in price, 


No gov ernm ent, of course, has ev er work ed 
perfectly. 
But the k ind of gov ernm ent we had betw een 
1868 and 19 13 w ork ed b e tte r than any gov ern­ 
m ent in all history. 
The reason it did not continue to w-ork is tha t 
w-e ceased to hav e the k ind cf gov ernm ent we had 
during tha t period. 
We did not ev en then hav e a com plete laissez 
faire gov ernm ent, but we had one infinitely nearer 
to laissez faire than we hav e today. 
Since the ending of tha t period in 
1 91 3 , I k now 
of no single federal law- that has been passed 
which w-ould be sanctioned by believ ers in laissez 
faire. 
I would appreciate it if any one is able to cite 
one solitary federal law tha t would be approv ed 
by a re a l believ er in laissez faire; tha t is, a gov ­ 
ernm ent tha t only atte m pts to protect people 
against foreign enem ies and against those people 
in ou r own country w ho w-ant special priv ileges 
which other people could not hav e. 
And since all the law s m ade since tha t tim e 
interfe red w ith the efficient operation 
of the 
laissez faire, it seem s absurd and illogical to con­ 
tend tha t laissez faire gov ernm ent is not the 
k ind of gov ernm ent w e w ant, because it did not 
w ork . 
If no one can nam e one law passed in the 
last 30 years tha t prom otes laissez faire gov ern­ 
m ent, then they should all adm it tha t laissez 
faire gov ernm ent has not failed.

U nless the w ork of 
the B ritish tem pts the ov erseas custom ers to use 
B ritish goods and B ritish serv ices in preference 
to those of other nations, B ritain w ill not get the 
food and raw m aterials which she w ill need to 
sustain life, m uch less tha t happy su rplu s w ealth 
which will giv e her the best of housing, of health 
serv ices, of education, and w ell paid leisure. Lei­ 
su re she w ill get, but it will be the leisure of 
m en who stand in the w orld m a rk et place w ith 
no m an to hire them . T ha t is the one ha rd fact 
about the postw ar w orld of which we can be sure.” 
In another place the S ta tist pu ts the situ ation 
thu s: “W hen the v ictory is won we shall face a 
w orld in disruption. It w ill be a hard task to re ­ 
build (hose things upon which ou r old prosperity 
depended. W e m ay for a generation 
hav e to liv e 
hard, so hard tha t ev en starv ation m ay mov e near 
us. B ut w e can do all these 
things if we are 
prepared to buck le down to the 
im m ediate task s, 
to m ak e and sell the goods tha t othe r 
natio ns 
m ay need as cheaply as possible, to 
perfo rm the 
serv ices tha t other nations w ill w ant perfo rmed 
as cheaply as possible. A fter 
a destructiv e fight 
w ith b u rglars no m an’s house is im prov ed; a fte r 
spending lav ishly in 
a dire em ergency no 
man’s 
toil is going to be eased until all 
incurred debts 
are paid. L et us realize this and let 
us set aside 
all idle dream s 
of e a rthly paradises until 
we 
k now tha t som ehow we c a n—ev en econom ically— 
surv iv e.” 
( 
This is a ’ grim picture of the fu tu re w hich the' 
factual and realistic publisher draws. It is no t 
w hat a cabinet m em ber would say in an address 
or an M. P. w ould tell his constituents. B ut that 
it is useful there cannot be any questio n. It would 
be helpful if the fu tu re of A m erica w ere 
appraised 
w ith equal intelligence, co urage, and frankness. 


Of course, there hav e always 
been scoffers and mock ers, but 
we who disagree w ith them can 
com fort ourselv es tha t when God 
needs a m an to begin to carry 
on His w-ork , He chooses one w-ho 
accepts 
His W ord 
and believ es 
w hat he has prom ised, in and 
thro our Lord Jesus C hrist, He 
is able to perform . 
W hen God was ready to open 
the heathen world to the glor­ 
ious gospel of His Son, He chose 
a m an of a hated race, the Jews, 
and tho “in perils oft by land and 
sea” 
Paul 
was faithful to the 
end of his long life and died a 
m artyr to “The F aith.” 
W hen God w anted to open up 
the v ast continent of Africa, He 
chose a brav e young Scotchman, 
w-ho stood firm ly on the W ord of 
God, 
and 
thro w eary years he 
labored 
in 
tha t 
far away 
land 
and w as found dead on his k nees 
a t 
the 
end, eloquent testim ony 
to his faith in God and the Bible. 
H undreds of others hav e gone 
there since, and our hearts were, 
thrilled recently, as we read of 
a group of those “who follow in 
their

NEW YORK, Aug. 5—With the 
po ssible ex ceptio n 
o f the time 
that big Bill Tho mpso n appealed

Jim Farley is accusing Senato r 
Jim Mead, the N ew b ea l candi­ 
date, o f hav ing ex pressed iso la­ 
tio nist sentim ents back in Febru­ 
ary , 1 94 1 , the idea being that 
he is, therefo re, unwo rthy o f the 
President’s suppo rt. 
Of co urse, it was the President, 
himself, who intro duced this issue 
when he indicated that any o ne 
qualify ing fo r his suppo rt must 
hav e upheld his w ar pro gram be­ 
fo re Pearl Harbo r. Mr. Farley 
insists that his candidate fo r the 
Demo cratic 
no minatio n, J o h n 
Bennett, answers the descriptio n. 
To m Dewey , who pro bably will 
be the Republican no minee, do es 
no t, and do esn’t pretend to . 
B ut 
all 
three of 
these men 
are loyal A m ericans and it would 
be fa ntastic to suggest tha t any 
of 
them , 
if 
elected 
gov ernor, 
would do anything to ob stru ct the 
P resid ent’s 
direction 
and m an­ 
agem ent of the 
national effort 
to win the w ar, or w ould w ith­ 
hold any cooperation. 
W hat they thou ght ab ou t the 
w ar before P earl H arb or is w ater 
ov er the dam now and the only 
question really before the v oters 
is which one w ould m ak e the best 
gov ernor. If, as M r. F a rle y says, 
as recently as 1 94 1 M ead thought

The News Behind The New:

D ear Mr. D av enport: 
You ask ed me, and some other 
W ashington correspondents, to ex­ 
press an opinion on the progress 
of the U.S. w ar effort, and to 
suggest concrete steps to im prov e 
it.

“If you were President, w hat

L et’s get it stra ight a t the sta rt 
w hat I would do m ust not 
be 
construed as lev eling charges at 
Mr. Roosev elt and 
the gov ern­ 
ment. 
P erhaps we w ere so com pletely 
unprepared, before we w ere plung­ 
ed into this w ar, tha t it would 
hav e been physically im possible 
for us to accom plish m uch m ore 
than we hav e. 
No one has prov ed our gov ern­ 
m ent has not in general done a 
good job. Only the gov ernm ent it­ 
self can k now all the facts, be­ 
cause it censors the Vesults of 
its efforts. The situ ation is that 
we are im patient because w e can­ 
not see b etter results. 
But I do not m ind telling you 
w hat I would do: 
1 would sw itch 
this 
country 
from 
the defensiv e, 
the 
“w ait- 
aw hile” attitu d e, into an aggres 
siv e offensiv e fighting spirit al 
once. I would s ta rt doing this by 
selecting only strong and aggres­

I w ould bring the arm y and 
nav y up on their toes and k eep 
them there by entirely dissipating 
the old school tie atm osphere of 
easy cam araderie, indecision and 
compromise. 
1 would get the m ost im agin­ 
ativ e m ilitary m inds together and 
ask them for their indiv idual plans 
of a tta c k — not a com prom ise 
reached by the general staff. I 
would back the plans w hich had 
the elem ent of daring and a cor­ 
responding chance of success. 
I might decide, 
fo r instance, 
that two spo ts were the places 
to hit, the Aleutians in the Pa­ 
cific fo r inv asio n o f Japan and 
the No rth African co ntinent fo r 
inv asio n o f Euro pe thro ugh Italy 
I wo uld in that case call in 
forces fro m ev ery o ther spo t and 
thro w ev ery thing I had into these 
two .
